the list on pages 4-6. Each session has been assigned a hearing 

number by the Commission. The written briefs are filmed in alphabetical 
order-by name of author--organizations on reels 1-3, and individuals 

on reels 4-5. Many of the briefs were prec eneed to the Commission 
orally only; these were read into the transcripts, and may be located 


by referring to the hearing number(s), then tracing these to the 


list of hearings to identify the reel containing the ones needed.
